Interview- 
ed by the China Mail last week, Mr. 
A. I. Dome; B.P.E., Director of 
Physical Education to tho Hong- 
kong Chinege Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association, pointed out that 
the Colony does nat possess one 
single municipal ‘playground for 
Chinese children, and only one for 
foreign childréh. And now the Rev. 
W. T. Featherstone, in yesterday's 
China Mail, has urged that sites 
should bo reserved in all parts of the 
Colony for primary and secondary 
schools with adequate room for 
recreation adjoining the future 
schools, Until the schools are 
needed, he suggested, the whole of 
the sites could be used for recreation. 


This is a notable suggestion, but it 
has one flaw. Those sites will 
later possibl¥ become very valuable. 
Mr. Featherstone evidently recog- 
nised that danger, for he urged that 
the future dollar value of the sites 
should not be considered where 
health ‘and recreation are concerned. 
We have called this point a flaw, 
not because ‘it really should prove 
one, but because- the Hongkong 
uttitude will almost surely make it 
fatal.

Further details’ of the murder of 
the Chinese ‘detective’ outside 
Messrs. Ullmann’s store’ at the 
junction'‘of Wyndham Strect ‘and 
Queen’s Road Central. at'7.40 a.m., 
yesterday . were’, gleaned this 
morning. 

It is stated that a Chinese woman 
overheard information being giver 
to’ the deceased detective to the 
effect that fqur men alleged to have 
beon connected with the Wanchai 


(Star Street) armed robbery a few] - 


hours earlier, were walking along 
the road. “The detective had been 
-detailed to watch at the Star Ferry 
which he left shortly after taking 
up his post. He was seen running | 
up Pedder Street alone and it is 
surmised that he selzed.one Of four 
men who were walking westwards 
on the pavement outside Messrs. 
Ullmann’s. One onlooker is said 
to have stated that the man made a 
pretence of putting up his hands., 
The detective then, so the, account! 
goes, reached for the man’s back: 
whereupon the other turned round 
and grappled with him. One of his 
alléged confederates fired almost 
instantaneously i into the Getective's 
back. 

The detective’s brother was on 
the spot within about fifteen 
minutes of his death as the detec- 
tive was wellknown intown. The 
brother is stated to have procured 
a sack and placed it over the mur- 
dered man as the Chinese have a 
great abhorrence to leaving their 
dead in the open.” 

Unfortunately, the dead-box sent 
by the Sanitary Department went 
to No.7 Station at West Point by 
mistake, hence the delay in taking 
the body away. 

“MURDERED MAN'S WOUNDS. 

Examination at the Mortuary 
yesterday, revealed that he receiv- 
ed two fatal shots. One entered be+ 
tween the shoulder blade, the 
bullet just touching the heart, mak- 
ing its exit on the left side of the 
chest. The other bullet entered 


the small of his back and passed’ 


right through his intestines, com- 
ing out on the opposite side. © 
third bullet pierced his note book 


bottom rjght hand pocket’ of his 
coat. Jt wasa ricochet bullet and 
after piercing the book curved off 
and there is a mark in the wall 
just outside Messrs, Ullmann’s shop 
| where the bullet flattened itself 
against the wall.” 

The police are of the opinion that 
the man who was fired at by the 
Indian constable. and chased by 
him with Mr. Ullmann was not the 
one who fired the rounds at the 
detective as the automatic which 
he ‘is supposed.to have discarded 
‘was fully loaded, five rounds being 
inthe magazine .and one in the 
firing chamber. The muzzle of 
the pistel was stuffed with a. piece 
of green leaf, apparently with the 


_lidea of keeping the weapon free

while attending a fire at No. 17, 
First Street between 7.45 and mid- 
night last night. 

It appears that a fire broke outin 
the basement in which a quantity 
of charcoal valued at ‘$2,000 ‘was 
stored. Inspector Hutchins was 
there shortly. after the alarm was 


raised, He broke open the door 
of the basement when what ap- 
peared to be hot vapour, described 
by a European as “the back 
draught from the charcoal,” blew 
out and enveloped those around 
the door. Inspector Hutchins was 
rather badly burned about the neck 
and shoulders. -He was at once 
sent to hospital. 

The outbreak never seemed like- 
ly to assume huge proportions but 
there was a great danger from the 
fumes of the charcoal, One‘after 
another, Mr. Brooks, Mr, Moss and 
Inspector Field collapsed overcome 
by the foul gases, In spite of 
casualties occurring at almost 
regular intervals, the . officers 
stuck to — their work. Mr. 
Moss and Inspector Field, after 
treatment at the Government Civil 
Hospital, returned to the fire, when 
they were overcome a second time. 
They received attention again and 
seemed none the worse for the ex- 
perience. They say that after the 
gassing they felt a contraction in 
the lungs, 

As many as fifteen Chinese 
firemen were gassed at different 
‘times. They werc sent tohospital 
and thirteen. were detained for 
treatment, 
his eyesight whilst another, who is 
suffering from.shock, is in serious 

~danger. Seven of the firemen were 
released this morning. 


The origin of the fire is not 
known but it is believed that some 
coolies who were stacking up the 
charcoal during the afternoon must 
have left some lighted candles; 
about. There was no big blaze at 
any time, the charcoal just smoul- 
dering dl midaight when it was 
extinguished, Damage was done 
to the extent of $280 including the 
breaking of the concrete floor 
above to facilitate the firemen’s 
work. The loss is not covered by 
insurance.

BIG DROP IN 1922 FIGURES, 
Steamers, motor vessels, charter- 
ed junks, and lighters entered’ and 
cleared during the year numbered: 
2,933, aggregating 688,944 register 
ed tons, as against 5,099 vessela, 
totalling 912,133 tons, during the 
preceding -ycar. This large dim- 
inution of sh}pping is certainly duo 
to the seamen’s strike, the inter- 
ruption of traficwith Nanning from 
time to time and frequent Comman- 
deering ‘of vessels for military 
service. Inthe ‘lower section of 
the West River,’ ic, below 
Wuchow, thero was plenty of water 
and piratical-attacks were few, and 


trade with Hongkong or Can-]« 


ton was easy and safe. The 
condition of. tha waterways aboye 
Wuchow was ‘different. The 
traffic.on the West River was fre« 
quently, obstructed, and the’ Fu 
River, orthe Kwekiang and the Liu 
River were practically closed for 
business during the gréater part of 
the year owing to the activity of 
bandits and the scizure of boats b' 
the militaty, ” 
Besides the usual number o 
accidents which occurred to vessels 


in negotiating the numerous rapids | 1; 


up river, a long list of casualties 
and robberies was recorded, 
through the ‘ravages of bandits, 
who infested the waterways at 
several points and fired’ at every 
boat that passed. The worst case 
was that which dccurred to the 
motor vessel “ Saiwoo” on the 16th 
August. This vessel was fired on. 
by bandits at Koling and capsized, 
with the result that some 35 persons 
were drowned. Later the bandits 
set fire to the boat, burning the 
whole of the upper structure, Subs 
sequently the vessel was raised and 
brought to Wuchow. 

Steam-Jaunches and motor-boats 
entered and cleared durihg: the 
year numbered 1,525 vessels, 
aggregating 37,151, tons, as come 
pared with 3,392 vessels and 125,< 
854 tons in 1921. The blocking of 
waterways above’ Wuchow as 
already described was responsible 
for ‘this most conspicuous diminu- 
tion of shipping under this head- 
ing.

VITAL ISSUES IN CHINA. ~ 


PROBLEMS FOR THE POWERS. 


Jn his second article the’ special 
‘correspondent of the Morning Post, 
examines the present situation in 
China) vos 

He points out that Japan’ cannot 
be blamed for’ seizing the many 
opportunities afforded to her for 
developing her economic interests 
in her neighbour's territory. - 

-THE THREE DICTATORS, 

China is .dt the moment a 
Republic which has -jts seat of 
Government at Peking -as in the 
days of the Empire, but without 
the prestige that the old Imperial 
Government enjoyed throughout 

’ the country. There are’ at least 
three main -camps which carry on 
government on thefrown, and only 
fall in with the wishes of the 
Peking government when iteuits 
them, These three are roughly: 

(1) Manchuria and = Northern 
Chihli, 

(2) Chihli to the Vangtse Valley. 


3) Southern China where the | equality at the conference tableand people.” 


predominating influénce is Canton. 
| The-leaders of these three 
military dictatorships are, Chang 
Tso Lin in the North, Wu Pei Fu 
in the middle, and Sun Yat Sen in 
the South, none of whom really 
cares much. for the — so-called 
Central Government, except as the 
warming-pan for the bed in which 
if fortunate they may hope tosleep. 

Qn the fringe of the central 
adtninistrations of all.the three 
leaders, hordes of disbanded or 

. unpaid soldiers roam the ‘country, 
taking what they will and exacting 
n livelihood at the point‘of a bay- 
onet. These are the so-called 
bandits who from time to time, as 
in a recent train outrage, no longer 
scruple to lay hands on foreigners 
if they sec any chance of profit 
thereby. ; 

As a natural result of this law- 
lessness most of the better-educat+ 
ed and more Europeanised Chinese 
have transferred theirinterests,both 
business and financial, into the 
Treaty Ports, where judging by the 
customs returns trade is, in spite of 
the prevalent anarchy outside, 
increasing by leaps and bounds. 
The Customs administration, in- 
deed, is practically the only stable 
form of Government in China 
to-day, and it says much for the 
inherent wisdom of the Chinese 
nature that this efficient and entire 
ly non-political machine is never 
interfered with. 


.. THE RAILWAYS. \ 

During the last twenty years 
railway developmeuts in China 
have been extremely rapid, and by 
céncessions to British, American, 
French, Belgian, und other in- 
terests, a very considerable rail+ 
way system has been evolved 
which has done much for the inter+ 
nal trade of the country; a study 
of this system will show how 
future penetration must take cffect.

even an alliance with England. ‘ 


THE GOOSE AND THE EGGS. 

Chinese opinion, therefore, con- 
fident in its own powers of abe 
sorption of all races, is by no means 
adverse to the idea‘of looking to 
Japan for assistance against the 
trade domination of the white ones, 
and Japan, knowing this, sees in 
the present shattered condition of 
Chinese politics an admirable op- 
portunity of seizing both the goose 
and the eggs. Southern Manchuria 
and the regions round Mukden in-| 
particular afford a very good 
example of Japan's legitimate but 
relentless grasp of any such op- 
portunity. The first thing, indeed, 
that must impress any traveller, 
at the present time who arrives in 
Mukden must be the complete Jap- 
anese control of this area. Nomin- 
ally only masters of the Southern 
Manchurian Line itself, the Japan- 
ese by a vast expansion of lines, 
collieries, agricultere lands, and 
industrial settlement, have practi- 
cally captured all the trade of China 
* outside the wall” (that is north of 
Shanhaikwan) up to the Chinese 
Eastern Railway at Changchun, so 
that even orders from the Peking- 
‘Mukden directors as regards their 
line, carry but little weight unless, 
approved by Japanese authorities 
at Mukden, as well as by Chang Tso 
Lin. :

KEY TO NORTH CHINA. 


Mukden and the surrounding 
country, with its large rice crops 
and its undeveloped mineral 
wealth, is indeed the key to North 
China and to any future Govern- 
ment at Peking, and the Japanese 
can in no sense be blamed for 
having put themselves in such a 
position of security there. Their 
actions have been perfectly natural 
and straightforward, and that they 
are not economically in harmony 
with the future wishes of Western 
nations is not necessarily Japan’s 
fault. 

All over China, trom North to 
South, Japan has trade agents of a 
perfectly legitimate kind, engaged 
in buying foodstuffs, raw materials, 
and everything that-may be neces- 
sary tofurtherher interests. These 
scattered citizens.of Japan, though 
not always popular with the 
Chinese, are nevertheless left 
severely alone, and it is rare that 
any outrage even by bandits, js 
practised on them, as in the case of 
foreign citizens. The reason for 
this is obviously that Japan’s con. 
tiguity to China is such that within 
a few days, oven hours in some 
places, she could place troops ina 

sition to enforce her prestige, as 
in the historical instance of Gers 
many’s occupation of Shantung. 

The logical outcome of loss of 
life or liberty to any nationals in 
China at the present day must be
